shapes and shell steel is very heavy, 
while the production of sheets, wire, 
merchant bars and the like is rela- 
tively light.

There have been no fanner in-

There have been some substan- 
tial completions of plants and some 
additional plants have been placed 
under contract m the past Jew weeks. 


The American. Steel & -"Wire com 


panys ISO-oven plant at Cleveland 
was put 10 partial operation early in 
May. 
Earlier In the year there were 


completed and put in operation 140 
ovens at Gary, making a 700 oven 
plant at that point, 6." ovens at St. 
Paul, Minn., by a merchant interest 
and 24 ovens at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
by a merchant interest. 


There are due for partial operation 


by the second half of June the Ciair- 
ton plant of the Steel Corporation, 
340 ovens, the Lorain plant of the Na- 
tional Tube company,. .203 ovens, and 
the merchant plant at Ironton, O., 60 
oveas. There are due tor completion 
some time in tie near future: 102 
oveus of the Youngsto-wn Sheet & 
Tube company, BO additional ovens at 
Steelton, Pa., of the Bethlehem Steel 
company and 120 ovens of the Colo- 
rado Fuel & Iron company. 


The factors commonly used in rat- 


ing the capacity of new ovens, which 


. are set somewhat higher than those 


completed a few years ago, range 
from 4.250 to 4,500 net tons a year. 
Presumably the rating refers to oper- 
ation under the most favorable condi- 
tions possible. For a conservative 
estimate one may take 4,000 tons per 
oven as the annual output, this pro- 
viding some allowance of unavoidable 
curtailment due to mechanical causes.

RAILROAD EARNINGS 


WERE BOOSTED IN MAY 


TO ABOUT $80.000,000 


Exceeded Total In March by $17,000,- 


000 and Came Within $5,000,000 


of April of Last Xeur. 


According to' reports to the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission railroad 
earnings in the month of May made a 
considerable gain, the 
tota.1 being 


about $80,000,000. This is about $17,- 
000,000 more than the earnings or 
'March and within J5,000,000 as much 
as the net earnings in April last year. 


Actual 
net 
operating income for 


149 of the IK first-class roads, as re- 
ported by the commission, amounted 
to $62,036,000 andMater reports trom 
other roads are expected to raise this 
to $8,0000,000. 


For the four months ending April 


the net income is estimated at nearly 
$140,000,000, as compared with about 
$282,000,000 in the same period last 
year. The decrease o£ practically 
one-half was caused by demoraliza- 
tion of traffic 
m January by bad 


weather. Earnings since that month 
have impro\ed steadily, however, and 
now are nearly normal. 


If the same rate of earnings were 


continued throughout the year, a defi- 
cit of about $400,000,000 would be re- 
corded. This is not expected, how- 
ever, owing both to the natural im- 
provement and the increased revenue, 
estimated at more than $400,000,000, 
from the higher freight and passenger 
rates. 


In April freight traffic was greater 


than last year, operating revenues for 
140 roads amounting to $325,767,000, 
about $15,000,000 more uiau m April, 
Jt917. Expenses, 
however, increased 


proportionately.
